REV. JOHN COWIE, Ist Headmaster (1940-1945)

Reports 


WE CAN BE PROUD of the academic achievement of the pupils of this school, 
particularly in recent years. It is especially pleasing to note the progress made by the 
““*B” streams. Five years ago, 55% of our College of Preceptors candidates gained 
full certificates, whereas last year 54 of the 55 candidates obtained full certificates 
and the remaining pupil completed the requirements in the June examinations this 
year. One of the results of this has been an increase in the number of post-“‘O”’ level 
students and a steady increase in the total enrolment, which now stands at 570. 


In addition, there is to be an increased intake at Form I level over the next 
two years. We will have a 5-stream entry next year and a 6-stream entry as from 
January, 1974. The cumulative effect over the next five years will be to increase our 
total enrolment to approximately 850. This will create obvious problems, not the 
least being that of accommodation. A temporary solution will be found next year 
with a building programme commencing during the 1973/74 financial year. 


To return to examination results, of the 98 candidates entered at “‘O”’ level in 
1971, 90% received Rhodesian School Certificates, and 64 of the 98 obtained five 
or more “‘O”’ level passes. In most subjects, the percentage passes compared very 
favourably with the percentage passes at national level, notably Afrikaans 99% 
(National, 69%), History 100% (National, 72°) and General Science 78 % (National, 
47%). } 

Twenty-four Sixth Form students gained full matriculation exemption last year, 
representing 30% of our school leavers who earned the right to enter universities. 
Scholarships were awarded to R. M. Emmerton, N. R. French, R. J. Rosser, D. J. 
Goodfellow, M. Graham and M. G. Wilson. 


THE ANDREW BABIOLAKIS PAVILION 

ON 26th MAY this year, our magnificent Sports Pavilion was opened by the Minister 
of Education, the Hon. A. P. Smith. That it bears the name of Mr. Andrew Babiolakis 
is a testimony to his untiring efforts to see this project through to its close, during 
the years that he has spent as Chairman of the P.T.A. Committee. As Headmaster, 
I offer him my most grateful thanks for his wonderful support. I would like to express 
a very warm “Thank you’’, too, to the many parents, members of staff, pupils, old 
boys and friends of the school who have supported Mr. Babiolakis and the various 
committees during our years of fund-raising for this most worthwhile project.

THIS YEAR’S annual Speech Day and Prize-Giving was held at 11.30 a.m. on 
Friday, 3rd November, in the Beit Hall, and was attended by the whole school, a 
good showing of parents, members of the P.T.A. and guests from Regional and 
Head Offices of the Ministry of Education. We were pleased and honoured to have 
as our guests the Principal of the University of Rhodesia, Professor R. Craig, and 
Mrs. Craig. 


The Headmaster, in his annual report, summed up the school’s academic 
achievements, and pointed out that our intake of pupils over the next few years 1s 
to increase (see ‘““The Headmaster Reports’’).

Electronics Club 


The amplifier project completed by Upper Sixth, proved to be very successful. 
In all, eight were built, seven of which gave creditable performances. Two or three 
had extremely efficient tone controls added and for the school’s “open night’’, two 
of these were coupled with turntable and speakers to form a stereo set. The measured 
power output was less than the quoted 8 watts, but this was without making the 
conversion to push-pull. 

Other efforts were the construction of a hypnoscope, which was unsuccessful, 
and the construction of tachometers (rev-counters). These worked by adding the 
signal obtained from the induction coil input to a square wave of fixed time base. 
Two were built and both operate satisfactorily. 

Financial and legal difficulties halted the construction of some radar speed-trap 
detectors, of the type used by the police. 

Going on to transistors, some two-stage current and voltage amplifiers were 
built and a start has been made on a prototype audio-signal generator. 

Lower Sixth have started on their amplifiers but there appears to be some

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Library 


Since January of this year we have been able to add 240 new fiction books to 
our Library. This number includes 177 donations for which we are extremely grateful. 
The non-fiction section increased by 239 books, so that both sections have received 
equal attention. There were 107 donations to the non-fiction section, enabling us to 
spend more money on expensive books, covering a wide variety of subjects. 


It is alarming to note the increase of paper-backs in both sections, as they have 
a very limited life-span. Unfortunately, limited availability and the expense of hard- 
backed books make the purchase of paper-backs an evil necessity. A check on 
records has shown that 218 of the 479 new books are paper-backs. It has been very 
pleasing to note an increasing turnover of books loaned, especially among the senior 
classes. Perhaps it is inevitable that this should result in a greater loss of books, but 
one can only wish that this were not so. Most boys have been very good about 
reporting the loss of a book and replacing it but a number of books, including two 
very valuable and expensive books, have disappeared without any record of their 
having been officially borrowed. Magazines continue to be very popular and a little 
more care in their handling would result in more pleasurable reading for a greater 
number of boys. We have acquired another two chess sets to meet an increase in the 
demand for this game, which is enjoying an all-time high in popularity. A chess 
“ladder” would be a good innovation and could add interest to rainy afternoons 
spent in the Library. 


Completion of our long-awaited Pavilion has benefited the Library, too, as 
debates and other evening functions are now held there, instead of in the Library. 
We would like to extend a very warm word of thanks to the following people for 
their very generous donations of books this year: Mrs. Hagen, Mrs. Malden, Mr. S.

The supporting pace role has been filled by Ferreira, while Hayes 
has proved invaluable as a stock bowler. Spinners MacDonald, Harman (Term 1), 
Mawdsley and Ramsay (who has not bowled enough this year) provided suitable 
variation to the attack.

Furthermore, five Allan Wilson boys were selected for the Mashona- 
land ‘“‘A” team that also beat the Nomads—Babiolakis, Duncan, Nicolaou, Geach 
and Lindsay. Congratulations to them all, they acquitted themselves well.

Our thanks go also to Mr. Gillham and the Manicaland 
Rugby Board for inviting us to the Rhodes and Founders Tournament, and for the 
entertainment they provided.

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Modern Music 


In the early 1950’s there was a significant increase in the popularity of recorded 
music with the introduction of smaller, lighter, single records and long-playing 
records which give a superior sound to older type records. 


“Pop” music may conveniently be said to originate from the “‘Beatles”’ in the 
early 1960’s. They had a catchy name, melodic tunes and a gimmick—long hair— 
all of which identified them. Many groups started not much later to experiment with 
different types of music and some have continued to be successful up to the present 
day. In 1964, the “‘Who” started to make heavy progressive “‘rock’”’ music popular, 
followed much later by “Led Zeppelin” and others. “‘Pink Floyd” in 1967 were the 
first to use psychedelic lights-in their stage shows, the music having an appropriate 
sound. Later, Paul Simon and Art Garfunkel teamed up to sing self-composed folk 
songs with much success. “Blood, Sweat and Tears” attempted to fuse “jazz” and 
“rock”, progressing ultimately to a sound that is all their own. ““Ten, Years After” 
play yet another mixture of “‘jazz” and “‘rock”’. ars 


One has to be very different from one’s contemporary artists to carve a significant 
niche in the current history of music. Groups such as “‘Creedence Clearwater Re- 
vival’’ will be remembered for some time because of their brave and very successful 
attempt to revive bouncing Rock and Roll music. 


In the late 1960’s, many new forms emerged, some-successful, others less so. 
The group “Santana” blended African and Cuban rhythm patterns with contem- 
porary “rock” instruments producing a very exciting rhythmic music that has 
fascinated millions. “‘Osibisa” and “Hawk” followed along the same lines, concen- 
trating more closely on the African rhythms. 


Recently there has also been an increasing tendency to revert to classical forms, 
using either an orchestra to play a modern composition or modern instruments to 
record classical compositions. Both these and other variations have achieved success. 
Groups such as “‘The Nice’’, ““Moody Blues’”’ and ‘“‘Deep Purple’’ have used orches- 
tras in combination with more modern instruments to play newly composed works. 
These involve changing patterns with the group’s instruments sometimes clashing 
and sometimes combining smoothly with the orchestra. On the other hand, we have 
“Procol Harum” and others playing classical compositions, changing them only 
slightly to suit their own styles. 


In the late 1960’s, Dr. Robert Moog pioneered the invention of “electronic 
music synthesisers’”. The arrival of this instrument has suddenly opened a whole 
new field for the inventive musician. With the help of a technician, he can produce an 
infinite variety of sounds which can be played on one or more conventional key- 
boards. The instrument is used: either by itself. or along with other instruments. 
Walter Carlos performs many well-known works by Bach and the recording has 
proved to be very popular. Synthesisers are also used more subtly by the ‘““Who”’; 
Dan Hill and others simply use it as a backing instrument, serving to augment the 
conventional instruments instead of attempting to replace them. 


There is also a tendency to produce religious works based on modern themes. 
Andrew Lloyd Webber and Tim Rice pioneered the field with their rock opera “‘Jesus 
Christ Superstar’, after which many others have tried to send religious messages 
through the medium of modern music. 

In my opinion, these few examples show how modern music has taken a turn 
for the better, changing from strict basic patterns to a much more expressive and 
more free type of music which has created an opportunity for all interested to express 
themselves musically, allowing only the more talented to;reach the million-seller 
status.

The two shiny, brass medals are kept in a simple cardboard sachet with the 
name “Cpl. Howlett, F. J.”’ labelled on it. The sachet is discoloured with age but the 
contents and sentiments that go with it are unaffected by the passing years.

Yachting as a School Sport 


In Rhodesia, there are probably more opportunities for young yachtsmen than 
in any other sport, the main class being the Optimist dinghy. Rhodesia’s junior 
sailors are among the best in the world, although Rhodesia is land-locked, and teams 
have often been sent overseas to represent Rhodesia at World Optimist Champion- 
ship events. The first team was sent to Austria in 1967 and since then teams have 
been to France, Spain and Sweden. The 1973 World Championship will be held in 
Rhodesia, probably on Lake Kariba. 


Optimist Class boats are built of wood or fibre-glass and are not expensive: 
They are specially designed for people learning to sail. Strict rules are laid down to 
keep all boats equal in performance so that skill only can win races. The class organisa- 
tion (Optimist Class Racing Association) is well established in Rhodesia and a 
Sailing School is organised every year so that beginners can learn to sail. The Optimist 
Class is ideal for people up to the age of 15, when most of them become too heavy 
to compete with lighter sailors. Beyond the Optimist Class there are many senior 
boats to choose from, some single-handed while others require a crew. 

With a rowing club established at the school, there is no reason why a Sailing 
club should not be formed, as is the case with some schools in the Marandellas area. 
The Optimist Association and others would be pleased to advise and support such a 
movement if there were enough interest within the school.

At the Paraplegic Olympics 
Kevin English of Allan Wilson School was chosen to represent Rhodesia as a 


swimmer in the Paraplegic Olympics in Heidelberg this year. He won a bronze medal 
in the 100 m backstroke. 


The journey started on Saturday, 29th July, when our party left Salisbury 
Airport at 12.00 noon in a Boeing 727. About one and a half hours later we arrived 
at Johannesburg Airport where we boarded a 747 “Jumbo”’ jet for our flight to 
Frankfurt. We arrived at Frankfurt at 8.00 on Sunday morning.

It was a heavy blow that struck our team when four of our 
members were unexpectedly moved into a new group. 


The next day we went by bus to the stadium where the games were to take place. 
Arriving there we found that we could not use the pool as the German olympic team 
was training in it. As this was the only day on which we could have trained, we had 
no training at all once we were in Germany. 


On the following day the heats started. 1 swam in three heats in one morning 
and managed to get into two finals. These were the Individual Medley, in which I 
was seventh, and the 100 m Backstroke, in which I was third. Eventually I swam 
only in the Backstroke event, as the two finals were on the same day and I did not 
want to be too tired for my backstroke event. 


When all the events were finished, we had a party every night. There was a 
large tent just across the road from where we were staying, containing a bar, and it 
was here where all the paraplegics congregated each evening. 


The day before we were due to leave for Salisbury we went on a sightseeing tour. 
First we went by bus to Bingen, then on a small boat up the Rhine to another town. 
There we had lunch and returned to Heidelberg by bus. In the morning we were all 
up early as we still had to pack. The day was uneventful as most of the other teams 
had already left. At five in the evening we went by bus to Frankfurt Airport where 
we boarded another “Jumbo” jet for our flight back home. Arriving at noon of the 
following day at Jan Smuts Airport, we waited until six in the evening for the Salis- 
bury flight, and landed in Salisbury at 9.00 p.m. The trip had been great fun, but I 
was very pleased to be back home.
